With  the  assistance  of  an  $11,500 
grant  from  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation,  SPARE  has  in- 
stalled plywood  hoarding  the  Gibson 
Block,  at  9608  Jasper  Avenue.  The 
lower  display  windows  are  painted  with 
murals  developed  and  executed  by  stu- 
dents of  the  Northern  Alberta  Institute 
of  Technology  (NAIT),  under  the  direc- 
tion of  NAIT  instructor  and  architect 
Bob  Spencer.  These  murals  refer  to  past 
businesses  of  the  Gibson  Block,  such 
as  the  Gibson  Cafe  and  suggest  possi- 
ble future  uses. 

Given  the  Gibson  Block's  importance 
and  potential,  SPARE  hopes  that  this 
action  will  promote  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  Gibson  Block  and  slow  its  deterio- 
ration from  weather  and  vandalism. 

Edmonton's  Gibson  Block,  was  built 
in  1912-13  for  William  Gibson  at  a  cost 
of  $40,000.  Designed  by  architect  B.W. 
Corley,  the  building  has  49  rooms  and 
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contains  2,090  square  metres  (22,500 
square  feet).  Its  original  development 
costs  were  low  because  of  the  wedge- 
shaped  property,  which  no  one  else 
wanted.  Nicknamed  'Flat  Iron'  build- 
ings, such  pie-shaped  buildings  are  now 
rare  in  Canada.  In  fact,  the  only  other 
one  in  Alberta  is  in  Lacombe.  The  Gib- 
son block  is  also  distinguished  by  its 
elegant  proportions,  the  large  arch  over 
the  main  entrance,  its  entablature  and 
cornice,  and  its  fine  red  brickwork. 

Due  to  the  unique  architectural  and 
historic  qualities  of  the  building,  and 
at  the  owner's  request,  the  Gibson 
Block  was  designated  by  Alberta  Cul- 
ture as  a  Registered  Historic  Resource 
in  1978. 

Intended  for  commercial  use  in  what 
was  then  Edmonton's  downtown  core, 
the  Gibson  Block's  early  tenants  in- 
cluded restaurants,  variety  shops,  and 
the  most  popular  turkish  bath  in  Ed- 


monton,  which  stayed  in  operation  until 
the  early  1970's.  A  year  after  construc- 
tion, William  Gibson  sold  the  building 
to  the  'Schubert  and  Wenzel  Real  Estate 
Company',  who  converted  the  upper 
floors  to  apartments.  Twenty  years  later, 
in  1934,  the  City  of  Edmonton  took 
over  the  building  in  lieu  of  back  taxes. 
In  1950  'Slate  Rubin  Ltd.'  bought  the 
building;  it  continued  to  house  small 
stores  and  apartments.  In  fact,  many 
Edmontonians  recall  patronizing  the 
grocery  which  occupied  the  point  of  the 
wedge.  In  1977,  the  Gibson  Block  was 
listed  for  sale  and  the  building  saw  a 
period  of  physical  decline  until  1983 
when  the  City  closed  it  as  unfit  for  hu- 
man habitation.  A  fire  several  years  ago 


further  damaged  the  building,  although 
it  remains  intact  and  relatively  sound, 
despite  the  vandalized  and  derelict 
interior. 

The  Gibson  Block  is  a  significant 
structure  in  its  own  right,  but  it  is  also 
an  important  anchor  property  for  the 
revitalization  of  the  entire  Jasper 
Avenue  East  area.  Since  the 
mid- 1970's,  city  planners,  the  Edmon- 
ton Historical  Board,  and  SPARE  have 
advocated  preserving  important  features 
of  this  early  1900's  streetscape.  The 
1984  Mayor's  Task  Force  on  the  Heart 
of  the  City  also  argued  for  the  preser- 
vation of  this  last  remaining  section  of 
Edmonton's  early  commercial  district.

After  a  J -'A  year  effort  to  save  the 
"Berube  House"  in  Beaumont  the 
Beaumont  &  District  Historical  Socie- 
ty 's  hopes  were  destroyed  when  the  74 
year  old  house  was  allowed  to  be  used 
for  fire  practise  by  its  owner  and  ulti- 
mately destroyed.  The  society 's  offer  to 
purcfmse  the  property  for  $100,000  was 
turned  down  and  soon  after,  a  local 
businessman  purchased  the  property  for 
$150,000.  An  attempt  by  the  Histori- 
cal Society  to  raise  the  extra  $50,000 
needed  to  purchase  the  house  from  its 
new  owner  before  it  was  destroyed,  was 
unsuccessfid.  It  was  only  after  the  fire 
practises  began  that  the  community  re- 
acted to  the  demise  of  a  local  landmark. 
It  was  too  late. 

Fire  chief  Ron  Toker  was  most  en- 


thusiastic about  his  26-member  depart- 
ment 's  use  of  the  house.  "We  \e  used 
it  for  search  and  rescue,  smoke,  lad- 
ders, ventilation  .  .  .  used  different 
tools.  " 

Wliile  he  appreciates  public  concern 
about  the  property,  he  said,  '  'If  (peo- 
ple) realized  the  importance  of  doing 
our  training  there,  "  .  .  .  it  would  help 
explain  ...  "it's  value  to  us.  Real- 
ly, it  can 't  be  replaced,  " .  .  .  in  terms 
of  experience  and  hands-on  practical 
knowledge,  he  continued.

The  Petroleum  History 
Society 

Acting  upon  the  recommendations  of 
its  recently  completed  feasibility  study, 
the  Centre  for  Petroleum  Industry 
History  Society  has  changed  its  name, 
broadened  its  mandate,  and  plans  an  ag- 
gressive membership  campaign  in  1987. 
The  feasibility  study,  conducted  by  Mr. 
David  Finch  and  funded  by  a  grant 
from  the  Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation,  found  that  the  need  and 
usefulness  of  a  Centre  for  Petroleum 
Industry  History  could  be  clearly  dem- 
onstrated. However,  the  prospect  of 
raising  a  large  amount  of  capital  for  the 
establishment  and  ongoing  operation  of 
the  Centre  is  not  positive  at  this  time. 


At  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the 
Society  on  November  4,  1986, 
members  approved  the  changing  of  the 
name  to  The  Petroleum  History  Socie- 
ty. As  well,  the  purpose  of  the  Petrol- 
eum History  Society  was  broadened  to 
include,  in  addition  to  the  long-term 
objective  of  establishing  the  Centre  for 
Petroleum  Industry  History,  the  collec- 
tion, conservation  and  dissemination  of 
information  relevant  to  the  history  of 
the  Petroleum  Industry  in  Canada  and 
the  advising  of  others  interested  in  the 
petroleum  industry. 

These  changes  will  permit  the  vol- 
unteer organization  to  continue  to  pro- 
mote actively  the  concept  of  the  Cen- 
tre, as  well  as  to  develop  or  sponsor 
research  projects,  publications,  display, 
exhibits,  and  audio- visual  materials;  and 
to  serve  as  the  catalyst  for  locating, 
encouraging  and  supporting  the  preser- 
vation of  artifacts,  documents,  photo- 
graphs, oral  histories  and  other  histor- 
ically significant  items  and  materials 
bearing  on  the  history  of  the  Canadian 
Petroleum  industry.
